The {aid ‘“atter further reports, that the Fleet of 


Merchant Ships which fail’d frou England in Febru- 
ary, were all fafely arriv’d at Barhadoes, and were 
taking in their Lading in order to fail fcr E: gland 
the 207h of June, with a good Convoy. He adds, 
that 2 Sloops had brought Advice to Barbadoes, that 
the French had made no Attempt on any of the 
Englith Iflands befides St. Chrittophers and Nevis, 
but went away from the latter dire@ly for Carra-. 
ena, there to difpofe of their Negros. [This laft 
Tins of News 1s confirm’d by the Crew of a 
large French Weft-India Ship, which was caken 
by a Dutch Privateer and brought into Plymouth 
about a Week agu.} A Sloop is alfo arriv'd at 
Briftol, in five Weeks from Montferrat ; (fo thac 
fhe came from thence more than 3 Weeks after the 
laft Pacquet Boat did ;) and reports, that the 
French had left the Iflands, and had made no At- 
tempt on Montferrat, Antegoa, or an, other Ifle 
belonging to the English except the two fore-men- 
tioned.
